Tuesday's Referendums... Part I 
Amending the Constitution Never Is Easy

MADISON — Wisconsin voters 


can make history of a sort on 
Tuesday. April 4. when they 
enter polling booths throughout 
the state and vote on eight 
referendum* calling for revision 
of the state's 119-year-old con- 
stitution. 


Only once before have so 


many questions been put to the 
voters on a single ballot, despite 
the fact that the process of 
amending the state charter, 
written into the historic docu- 
ment, has been used almost as 
long as Wisconsin has been a 
state. 


Decisive Deaths 


In November, 1914 state vot- 


ers went to the polls and 
considered. 10 separate issues 


calling 
for 
constitutional 


changes. All 10 died decisively, 
by margins reaching and ex- 
ceeding a two to one ratio. 


But the fever of negativism 


may be seen in the air in those 
crisp autumn days a half cen- 
tury ago: Those Wisconsin vot- 
ers may have suffered a crush- 
ing identity complex, brought on 
by the fact that they were also 
called upon to select a governor 
from a field of a full half dozen 
candidates in that general elec- 
tion. 


Emmanuel Phillips won; five 


hopefuls and 10 p r o p o s e d 
amendments lost. 


The process of amending the 


constitution, however, had suf- 
fered only a minor setback. The 
darners of the state's frame- 
work went busily back to work 
and within six years more 


questions were on the bailot for 
debate and decision. 


The amending system was 


wisely contained within the doc- 
ument when framed in 1843, 
notwithstanding little old ladies 
who contend that the charter is 
of nearly divine origin and must 
be left unchanged. 


Historical View 


The framers of the United 


States Constitution had found 
the process of change necessary 
to secure acceptance of their 
massive work, and although the 
Wisconsin founding fathers had 
that lesson from which to learn, 
they knew their charter would 
not meet all the unseen prob- 
lems of the future without 
provisions for alteration. 


So problems have been met in 


the growth of this state, and the 
charter has been changed al- 
most 70 times since the day 
statehood was attained. 


The long view of the historical 


Monday morning quarterback 
reveals that Wisconsin voters 
probably have not always cho- 
sen wisely when 
confronting 


questions put before them in 
that constitutionally- prescribed 
manner. 


They have approved 67 of the 


104 amendments before them in 
referendums since the first time 
the provision was used only 
eight years after the constitu- 
tion was adopted. 


Often they have done this on 


exceedingly'low vote totals. The 
result often has been altered by 
seemingly extraneous 
factors 


such as other, unrelated con- 
tests at the polls which bring 


out a voting element not usually 
attracted to referendums. 


At times a lack of understand- 


ing of the issues has caused 
rejection of a proposed amend- 
ment, but it is probable that 
similar misunderstandings have 
resulted in votes for the passage 
of measures as well. 


Such is the system Wisconsin 


voters will participate in next 
Tuesday. 


Intimately Related 


The questions on the ballot 


are not altogether new. Several 
have been voted on in the past, 
and others are proposals which 
have been widely 
discussed 


throughout the country in recent 
years. 


Four of the issues relate to

Yes' on the School Bus Referendum 


Wisconsin voters w21 decide at the 


April 4 election whether the legislature 
should be empowered to provide transpor- 
tation for parocMai and private school 
children. 


The specific referendum question is: 


"Shall Section 23 of Article I of the 
Constitution he created so that the legisla- 
ture may provide for the safety and welfare 
of children by providing for the transporta- 
tion of children to and from any parochial 
or private school or institution of higher 
learning?" 


A similar referendum in 1946 was 


defeated. Prior to that referendum, argu- 
ments reached a fever pitch because of the 
intrusion of the issue of religion and 
whether providing such transportation 
would violate the principle of separation of 
cijurch and state. Little argument was 
dJjyoted to the real question involved: Does 
providing transportation for parochial and 
private school children benefit the child or 
benefit the school? Those favoring the 
amendment on the April 4 ballot argue that 
the benefit is indeed solely for the child 
and not the school. The Post-Crescent 
agrees with this position now just as it did 
21 years ago when the first such referen- 
dum was held. 


The state demands that children up to a 


certain age must attend school, leaving the 
choice up to the parent as to which school 
their children will attend. The state sets up 
qualifications for schools and provides a 
variety of health and welfare protections to 
all schools without any consideration what- 
soever as to whether they are public or 
private. These benefits, such as health ser- 
vices and police and fire protection, among 
others, are designed not for the benefit of 


the schools but for the students* health tad 
welfare. In the same way, The Post' 
Crescent believes, transportation of stu- 
dents to all schools without discriminatics 
is a health and welfare benefit We do not 
believe the issue of separation of church 
and state should becloud the issue of bus 
transportation any more than it does now 
in other health and welfare services which 
are provided for all students. • 


The proposed amendment does not say 


that the legislature "shall" provide such 
transportation. If approved, however, it 
would permit the legislature to provide the 
bus service and how it should be paid for. 


As stated in these columns before: "The 


question for Wisconsin voters to ask 
themselves is this: If they permit school 
buses to pick up children on their way to 
parochial schools, will they have violated a 
high-principled and deep-seated and valu- 
able tradition in our system of government, 
or will they, instead, have merely given a 
lift to a child upon his way to a school that 
he will attend anyway, and thus savt him 
from the modern hazards of travel as well 
as the ills of body that are traceable to 
fatigue and exposure? ... We cannot see 
how he (the voter) can answer without 
considering and applying the same test that 
the courts consider and apply: Is the ride 
for the benefit of the child or for the 
benefit of the school? Obviously, if it is for 
the benefit of the child it is for the benefit 
of the state." 


The state should have concern for the 


health and welfare, wherever it appears 
necessary, of all students, regardless of the 
school they attend. On that basis and that 
basis alone. The Post-Crescent favors a 
"Yes" vote in the April 4 referendum on 
the school bus transportation question. 


Political Progress in Vietnam 


The most hopeful aspect of the terrible 


confusion, chaos and horror that is the 
Vietnamese war is the improvement in the 
political situation in South Vietnam. 


Despite the ever-growing size of the 


war, the inflation, the desertions, the 
antagonisms between American and South 
Vietnamese and even the opposition of 
leading members of the military junta, the 
elected Constituent Assembly managed to 
put together and approve a proposed 
constitution. If the constitution is approved 
in a nationwide referendum, the way will 
be cleared for elections early next fall of a 
president, vice president, a senate and a 
house of representatives. Already there is 
strong competition for the top office 
between Premier Ky and General Thieu, 
both members of the ruling junta. And the 
junta itself is overseeing hamlet and village 
elections to be held during April, j 
> But the major problem in the coming 
elections is the fact that the Viet Cong still 
control — at least at night — a consider- 
able part of the rural areas. The pacifica- 
tion teams, duly trained in promoting 
political orientation, have been increasingly 
hit by Viet Cong terrorists. As Secretary 
McNamara points out, this is some sign of 
the success of the teams or the Viet Cong 
would not bother. But at this stage, 
pacification has not been able to maintain 
control in much of the area. American 
military forces move in but when they 
move out again, the Viet Cong filter back. 
; As practically every observer to Viet- 


nam has pointed out, there is no history in 
the country of respect for whatever regime 
is in control in Saigon. The corruption — 
American as well as Vietnamese — has not 
been stopped. The peasant sees little 
difference between paying a percentage of 
his rice crop to the Viet Cong for 
protection, to the landowner for rent or to 
Saigon in taxes. No one can accurately 
estimate how long it will take, even under 
favorable circumstances, for the neglected 
and terrorized peasants to accept or 
understand responsibility for their own 
government. 


Reportedly the Viet Cong defections 


have been increasing considerably since the 
end of the Tet cease-fire. Senator Edward 
Brooke reported after his trip to Vietnam 
that there seems to be no indication of a 
real desire to negotiate on the part of the 
North Vietnamese and so the current 
American military course is expected to 
continue with gradual escalation. The 
North Vietnamese continue to add to their 
forces in the south despite- the American 
bombing, and the level of some Viet Cong 
attacks has also been stepped up. 


It well may be that American authorities 


are grasping at straws in their enthusiasm 
for the signs of political progress. But 
unless the country is to be completely 
defoliated and the population virtually 
exterminated by one side or the other, the 
constituent assembly, the rural elections 
and the charter for the future are the only 
indications for hope in Vietnam. 


How Important Is the Race to the Moon? 


- The investigation into the deaths last 


January of three American astronauts 
training for the first manned Apollo flight 
into space is due to be reported out early in 
April. Whether or not the report says so, 
there certainly are indications that haste to 
get to the moon meant the overlooking of 
safety measures which might have saved 
the lives of the astronauts. 


Already there are plans underway to 


make the Apollo spacecraft safer. Better 
electrical planning, more fire resistant 
materials and especially a new type of 
escape hatch have been planned. The exact 
cause of the fire may never be determined 
but it is now presumed that it was due to 
something faulty in the complex electrical 
apparatus. Materials which had been con- 
sidered fire resistant burned and disinte- 
grated in the extremely high temperature. 
And it would have taken 90 seconds for 
eayose inside the spacecraft to operate the 
efcape hatch and get out The three 
astronauts died within 20 seconds of the 
time the fire broke out. 


Until the tragic fire, the first manned 


Apollo flight had been scheduled for Feb. 
21. Now it probably will not come until 
1968. There are no simulated vehicles for 
other astronauts to practice in since all 


Apollo spacecraft must undergo the recom- 
mended safety changes. During the wait 
the remaining 47 astronauts in the program 
are helping to work out the safety features 
or are on vacation. 


All of this must suggest that in this 


particular case the deaths last January 
could have been avoided. The space 
program of course is a dangerous one. The 
extreme concern for the safety of the 
astronauts on flights has often meant the 
postponement or cancellation of flights 
because of adverse weather conditions or 
other unfavorable factors. At the times of 
the flights there apparently was never 
anything overlooked to provide for safety. 


But there was some amount of careless- 


ness or at the very least complacency at the 
time of the fire. And if the desire to beat 
the Russians to the moon for prestige 
purposes caused the lack of attention to 
important details, we have not only lost 
time. The values at NASA somehow became 
mixed up.

or other dramatic evidence of 
public concern with pending 
political issue*, the voter is 
indifferent to them. Thus mere

tional amendment questions 
that will 
be approved or 


rejected in the April balloting. 


Yet the situation is not so 


desperate. It is one of the 
basic characteristics of Wis- 
consin electoral behavior, in 
historical perspective, t h a t 
referendum questions do not 
draw the attention or the 
participation that is attracted 
by me more dramatic contests 
for election to high office or 
the long drawn out assaults of 
the organized parties upon 
each other at biennial inter- 
vals. Thus it may be expected 
that the total "vote on the 
referenda on April 4 will be 
light when measured against 
ordinary elections. 


But it needs to be emphasiz- 


ed that the size of the" voter 
turnout has no relation to the 
legitimacy of the result. The 
majority will win, however, 
thinly, or however small a 
fraction of the potential vote it 
may be. 


VOTERS MUST CARE 


Indeed, it has doubtless oc- 


curred to those voters who 
have paid attention to the 
referendum issues and intend 
to vote that their own expres- 
sion will be proportionately 
increased in power as some 
neighbors ignore the ballot on 
election day. Here as in all 
other elements of American 
politics, it is the voter who 
cares who counts. It is the 
voter who cares, who is in- 
formed, who profaablv ought to 
be marking the ballot and 
making the decisions. 


There are those critics also 


who despair of the ability of 
the average man to grasp ike 
issues that win be presented to 
him. To such faint hearts H is 
a mistake to entrust these 
decisions to the risks of the 
open ballot box. Some of these 
critics would prefer a constitu- 
tional convention. Where a 
select few, carefully screened, 
would make the decisions. 


It may come to that. But 


meanwhile it is difficult to 
accept the idea that such 
propositions-as these are be- 
yond the comprehension or the 
judgment of the average citi- 
zen: 


L Should the state change 


the term of office of the 
governor and other elected 
state officials on the guberna- 
torial ticket from two years to 
four years to allow those 
officers to perform more ef- 
fectively and without the im- 
mediate distraction of seeking 
re-election? 


2. Should the ancient rule, 


installed for reasons no longer 
relevant, that a sheriff can 
serve only two terms in suc- 
cession be dropped? 


3. Should the governor and 


the lieutenant governor be 
elected on a single ballot so 
that they represent the same 
parry, even as the president 
and vice president are elected 
together? 


4. Should private and paro- 


chial school children be per- 
mitted to be carried in public 
school buses to their classes, 
as a matter of health and 
safety? 


5. Should members of the 


state judiciary, serving longer 
terms than all other elective 
officials, be permitted to have 
their salaries revised — up- 
ward or downward — during 
the terms for which tbev were 
elected? 


To some persons the variety 


of questions mav make a 
cumbersome ballot. Yet most 
residents of Wisconsin 
com- 


munities are familiar enough 
with local referendum ques- 
tions periodically submitted to 
them by their local govern- 
ments. They have acquitted 
themselves with fair results in 
other recent spring elections 
that have offered a consider- 
able number and range of 
constitutional revisions. 


One is inclined to guess that 


some of the commentators 
who are so skeptical about 
these matters lack a real faith 
in the system and in the 
intellectual capacity of their 
own readers.
